Lists 313,000 


OTTAWA (CP)—Canadian unemployment in mid- 
October -was about 50 per cent higher than a year 
earlier, the government reported today. 

The figures in the government’s monthly labor 
survey indicated prospects of a post-war high of job- 
less that would exceed the previous top of 590,000 set 


last winter. 

Today's figures showed that 
at Oct. 18 there were an esti- 
mated 313,000 persons with 
out jobs and jooking for work 
compared with 211,000 a year 
previously

According to the late Albert Ein- 
stein, time passes more slowly on an 
object that is moving at high speed 
than on one moving at a lower speed. 
And when you get up into speeds 
approaching .the velocity of light, at 
186,000 miles a second, it begins to 
show. 


Change of Pace 


The clock, or the people travelling 
with the clock, would not know it 
at the time. Everything would seem 
normal to them. But when they had 
a chance-to compare their clock with 
other clocks on slower-moving bodies, 
they would find that their time had 
been slowed down. 

If they travelled with the speed of 
light, I suppose time would stand still 


for them, even though it continued 
usual for slower folks. The speed-of- 
light travellers would also lose all 
length in the direction they were travel- 
ling. If they were travelling head-first 
they would get shorter and shorter until 
they had no height at all. aon

Electronic measuring devices are becom- 
ing so unbelievably accurate that units 
of ‘time and space which used to be 
beyond our power to measure can now 
be very exactly gauged. 


A Fine Point 


Already some New York scientists 
have devised a gadget to measure in- 
credibly minute electromagnetic waves. 
And others have electronic clocks which 
measure fragments of time so small 
they're real only as mathernatical 
concepts. 

So, instead .of moving at four-fifths 
the speed of light and zipping. out to 
the nearest star and back so they can 
find they've lost four years somewhere 
along the way, scientists are preparing 
to work with much smaller speeds and 
distances. 

They believe that if an electronic 
clock were placed in a satellite which 
was shot into orbit around the earth 
at 18,000 miles an hour, it would 
register a loss, compared with earth 
clocks, of one twenty-thousandth of a 
second at the end of a day as a result 
of its speed. This slight period of time 
could be measured, and it would go 
a long way toward proving whether 
Prof. Einstein was right or not.

But actually we're only peeking 
through a keyhole of the universe;

When we do we find that time is 
a very rubbery measuring stick, since 
it is different for every speeding body 
in the universe. Each whizzing particle 
of matter in space has its'own “brand” 
of time, depending on the speed at 
which it is travelling. Our pace of 
events is only one among countless 
others. ; 

And “stationary” things do not exist. 
There is just nowhere: for’ them in 
the scheme of things. Every body in 
creation is moving in relation to every 
other body; there is no motionless 
point from which to measure them. 
Also, there is no up or down; no right 
or left or sideways—those ideas are 
just a little game we play as we steer 
ourselves around on our seemingly

Like most large animals, the 
giraffe never eats meat.

He en- 
Joys the fragile new leaves at 
the tips and tops of the 
branches and his long neck is 
just right for reaching them. 
He gathers the leaves in 
bunches, using a tongue which 
is one and a half feet long to 
grasp and pluck them. 

The giraffe is cud chewer 
His food is first. swallowed 
whole. Then he finds a quiet 
place in which to chew it, a 
mouthful at a time.’ A small 
giraffe may sit or lie down to 
rest and chew the cud. A big 
giraffe rarely does this because 
getting up again is too much 
trouble. Hunters report that 
they have crept up on a large 
giraffe, fast asleep, leaning 
against a tree. 

The giraffe-is a gentle ani- 
mal by nature, both affection- 
ate and intelligent. In the wild 
he fights other male giraffes 
and Mama can defend her 
child, even from the lion. In 
captivity, the tall and graceful 
creatures soon become friendly 
and fond of their keepers.

Crowsnest Rates | 
Key to B.C. Prices 


If B.C, hopes to escape pay 
ing more for goods throught 
about by the 17 percent in- 
crease in freight rates it 
should concentrate on amend 
ing the tortuous, 50-year-old 
Crowsnest rates which aid 
grain farmers at the expense 
of all other Canadians 


A retired railway official 
who begged anonymity today 
pinpointed the Crowsnest rates 
as the “root of the trouble” 
and the main reason B.C. will 
lose untold millions of dollars 
worth of business. 

Four major sections of the 
B.C. economy appear to have 
suffered the most from the 
freight rate hike. Consumer 
goods, secondary industries, 
construction and the fruit crop 


. are affected. 


~ B.C. fruit growers say they 
may have to absorb an addi- 
tional $250,000 per crop year 
in freight costs. ‘They have 
appealed to Ottawa for emer 
gency assistance by ‘way 5f 
exemption.

I have been writing mostly about my meéetings 


-with Nikita Khrushchev and other Russian rulers— 
and “rulers” is no exaggeration! Now I want to say 


something about lesser offieials and ordinary people. 


We landed in Leningrad at 
about the same time the Ma- 
rines landed in Lebanon. This 
coincidence colored our whole 
Russian experience and under- 
lined the fact that while North 
Americans may not be very 
popular any more 
parts of the world, they still 
like us in Russia! By “they” 
I mean the ordinary people. 

In Leningrad I even talked 
to the “man on the street” one 
evening, something that is not 
easy to do. It was a mixed 
group of students and work- 
ers. They had gathered in 
front of my hotel, not to see 
me, but to examine a strange 
and wonderful sight—a 1956 
Biiick. 

Theig hair was long, their 
clothes poor, ‘but..they were 
friendly and good-humored, 
with a ready laugh when I 
said we hoped to go to Siberia 
-—“and also to return.” They 
were intensely curious about 
America, our education and 
living conditions. “How many 
hours of work to buy this 
car?” stumped me, but my 
sons saved me. Some of their 
eager questions reflected, I 
thought; obvious mistrust of 
the information they were get- 
ting from their own, sources. 


Would If They Could 


When I excused myself to go 
to bed and left my sons to 
earry on, I cheerily said some- 
thing like: “Well, come to see 
us in America.” And the wist- 
ful “How?” that greeted me? 
from several eager young men 
will haunt me a long time 

In Moscow a few days later, 
the Soviet propaganda machine 
was running full blast on the 
Lebanon landing, In diplo- 
matic ¢ircles the atmosphere 
was tense. My old colleague 
of early UN days, Andrei Gro- 
myko, the Soviet foreign min- 
ister, was friendly and cour- 
teous, but unrestrained in his 
criticism of-our action.

Big Land-Breaking 

The huge northern Republic 
of Kazakhstan is the centre of 
Khrushchev’s bold plan to plow 
up millions of acres of virgin 
land. This vast new frontier 
is growing rapidly and the re- 
cent immigration from Russia 
has already reduced the native 
Kazakhs to a minority, 

The Kazakhs look Mongol- 
jan. But the peoples of the 
four southern republics look 
more like Arabs, They are all 
Moslems and Russia proudly 
boasts that she is the fourth 
Moslem power of the world. 

In 1923 Stalin said “the task 
is to transform Turkestan into 
a model republic, an advanced 
post for revolutionizing the 
East.” I wanted to see what 
had happened in Stalin's “show 
window” to the East. And 
what I saw was modern indus- 
trial cities, huge farms and the 
jast vestiges of timeless, color- 
ful, oriental Turkestan melting 
into standard Soviet patterns 
of industrialization and archi- 
tectural monotony. 

Our first stop was Tashkent, 
capital of the Soviet Republic 
of Uzbekistan, 2,000 miles 
southeast of Moscow. The of 
ficlal_welcome, in a tempera- 
ture of 10 degrees, couldn't 
have been more hospitable, and 
we were whisked away to the 
country VIP guest house of 
the City Soviet by cheerful of- 
ficials busily planning to kill 
us with kindness.

CHARLEVOIX, Mich.—Two 
men were found alive today m 
Lake Michigan, which it was 
feared had claimed the lives of 
33 others from the freighter 
Car! D, Bradley when she went 
down in the cold, storm-tossed 
lake late Tuesday

cated 18 bodies had been recov 
ered. 

Some veteran seamen . ex 
pressed amazement even two 
had survived overnight in 50 
degree water in howling gale 
winds that piled up mountain 
ous waves on the Great Lakes 
Air temperature was 40. 

The two men rescued were 
first mate Elmer Fleming and 
deck watchman Frank Mayes, 
both of Rogers City, Mich. 

They had succeeded in get- 
ting onto a life raft when the 
Bradley broke in two.

Sundew.

CHEMAINUS—The towboat 
industry in B.C. has come a 
long way since the first tugs | 

- made their appearance in the 
late 1800s, Ian MacLeod, man- 
ager of Straits Towing, told 
the Rotary Club here. 

First tugs made their ap-| 
pearance around 1875, he said, 
and were used mainly for 
bringing sailing ships in and 
out of harbor, 

Today there are 360 tugs 
operating in coastal B.C, 
waters. The industry employs

SO-horse power -craft, used, 
mostly for boom and harbor 
work, up to 2,400-horse power 
ships. Very versatile, they do 
general harbor and boom 
work, fast-water towing, log 
hauling, and handle scows, 
barges and salvage work. 
FREIGHT SHIPPING 

While tugs did mostly log 
towing in the old days, today 
they do the greatest portion 
of freight shipping in B.C. 

“There are over 500 scows 
in operation in B.C. today,” 
he said, “The scows and barges 
are the trailers of our indus- 
try. They carry non-perishable 
goods, cement, ove, chips, and 
other cargoes.” 

Communications play an im- 
portant part in towboating. 
The towboat industry was one 
of the first in North America 


to realize the importance of | 
radio-telephone and has been | 
using it since 1925. The indus- | 


try also has played an impor- 
tant part in developing navi- 
gational-aids.

Cultured and well-mannered, 
the Vancouver Island which 
visitors see today is still young 
and vigorous, but possessing 
a@ quiet, matured personality.

The figures in the government's monthly labor

Our first stop was Tashkent, 
capital of the Soviet Republic 
of Uzbekistan, 2,000 miles 
southeast of Moscow. The of- 
ficial welcomé, in a tempera 
ture of 10 degrees, couldn't 
have been more hospitable, and 
we were whisked away to the 
country VIP guest house of 
the City Soviet by cheerful of 
ficials busily planning to kill 
us with kindness. 

In the car we read the big 
headlines: “The working peo- 
ple of Uzbekistan are wrath 
fully protesting the imperial- 
ist aggression.” But the work 
ing people of Tashkent at their 
airport smiled broadiy and 
clapped fheir hands when I 
waved a greeting. 

A few days later at Alma- 
Ata, the lovely capital of Kaz- 
akhstan, near the border of 
China, we read thét “all the 
working people are wrathfully 
condemning the American ag- 
gression against the freedom- 
loving people of Lebanon.” But 
the working people of Alma 
Ata, and everyone else, showed 
not wrath but warmth. And 
so it went as we 
northward into Siberia. 


The Middle Eastern crisis 
certainly aroused fears even in 
remote Central Asia that 
events might be drifting to 
ward the war that people in 
Russia dread as much as we 
do. I recall especially the wor- 
Tied face of the elderly chair- 
man of a great collect've farm, ' 
who asked in a low voice, as he 
was showing me through a 
children’s nursery. if I couldn't 
“do something.” He must have 
thought I had won the elec- 
tion! 


Friendly Faces 


Nor will I forget other inci- 
dents of that journey through 
remote Turkestan. In ancient 
Samarkand, the city of Alexan- 
der the Great, Ghengis Khan 
and Tamerlane, the news of 
the little American “invasion” 
spread quickly. The crowds 
formed everywhere we went, 
and I will remember the bursts 
of applause and the friendly 
Arab faces of the living people 
of Samarkand longer even 
than its noble ruins.

Refusal of the Allies tocyield 
to East German controls might 
lead to a blockade of their 
army garrisons in West Berlin. 

A strong hint came from the 


East Berlin newspaper Neue 
Zeit today that East Germany's 


government expect to get con- 
trol over the Aillied air corri- 
dors. 

It declared the United States, 
Britain and France are violat- 
ing a four-power agreement 
that the air corridors-—stretch- 
ing between Berlin and Frank- 
furt, Hamburg and Hanover 
would be used only for Allied 
military purposes, Pan-Ameri- 
can, Air France and British 
European Airways use them 
for regular passexger flights. 
These airlines also carry out
